Wasmyaron, D, O, Jan, 20,—Tho de-
bate on tho Internal revenue bill in-
cluding the provision for the incomo
tax began in tho house to-day,

Undor the eall of commitioes for re-
ports, after the reading of the journal,
Mr, McOroary, ehairman of the foreign
aflnire committee, reported his resolu-
tlon expressing tho senso of tho house
on the Hawaiian eitunation. The minor-
ity wero given leave to submit their
views,

Upon the completion of tha eall the
houso wont into committee of tho whole
for the purpose of further consideration
of the tariff bill, Mr. McMillin (Dem.,
Tonn.) chairman of the sub-committen
of the ways and means on internal
revenue, was immediately recognized
and according to the caucus programmo
ho oftered ns an amendment to the pro-
vislon imposing o tax of $L per thousand
upon cigarottes the entlre internal
revenus bill,

When the readiog was completed Mr,
McMillin was  recognized to open tho
dabate in faver of tho amendment. As
he was about to begin Mr, Tracoy, (Dam.
N.X.,) nsked to reserve all poiots of
order againat tho amendment,

Messrs, MeMillin and MeOreary con-
tended that It waa too late to make n
point of order, debate upon tho amend-
ment having been ontered upon befora
the point wns made. 'The chair over-
rulod the point ol ordor and Mr, Me-
Millin began his argument. ‘*Repubil-
can party,” he began, “started out for
high protection, then clamored for
higher protection and at last under the
act of 1800 reached the higheat protee-
tion ever known here, They pretended
first that it was for the purposo of pro-
tecting infant industries but' finally
they candidly proclaimed that they
wanted to legislate for eapital abroad
and they did it.

Il o man owns fifty or one
hundrod  millions ‘of property in the
United States, as some do, he pays only
on what ho'eats, what he drinks, what
ho wears, and. the otheor things he uses,
The time hna come when this should ba
changed, and I ask of any reasonabls
peraon whether it is unjoat to expect
that a small per cont of “this enormous
revenuo shall ‘be placed upon the nc-
cumulated: wealth of the eountry in-
stead of placing all upon the consump-
tion of tho country, - Is it not timo that
preat estatos ‘which are ‘protected by,
our army, which aro defonded by our
navy,which are benefitted by the various
operations of government, should con-
tribute in some greater dogrea to carcy
on the government throughout which
alone they could bave nceummaulated, or
by which they nre to bo protocted ? Tho
people of ‘the United ' States do not nsk
that all of it ehall bo placed on accom-
mulated woalth, .
